AN ACTto amend Chapter 25 of the Private Acts of 2003; and any
other acts amendatory thereto, relative to the Town of
White Bluff.
BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF TENNESSEE:

SECTION 1. Chapter 25 of the Private Acts of 2003, and any other acts amendatory
thereto, is amended by adding the following new subdivision to Section 9:

(41) To establish, open, relocate, vacate, alter, widen, extend, grade, improve,
repair, construct, reconstruct, maintain, light, sprinkle, and clean public highways,
streets, boulevards, parkways, sidewalks, alleys, parks, public grounds, public facilities,
libraries and squares, wharves, bridges, viaducts, subways, tunnels, sewers, and drains
within or without the corporate limits, regulate their use within the corporate limits,
assess fees for the use of or impact upon such property and facilities, and take and
appropriate property therefore under the provisions of Tennessee Code Annotated,
Sections 7-31-107—7-31-111 and Title 29, Chapter 16, or by another manner provided
under general law.

SECTION 2. This act has no effect unless it is approved by a two-thirds (2/3) vote of the
legislative body of the Town of White Bluff. Its approval or nonapproval must be proclaimed by
the presiding officer of the legislative body of the Town of White Bluff and certified to the
secretary of state.

SECTION 3. For the purpose of approving or rejecting the provisions of this act, it takes
effect upon becoming a law, the public welfare requiring it. For all other purposes, it takes effect

as provided in Section 2.
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
